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THE THREAT TO THE COASTLINE. 


% KX THAT is to happen to the coastline? In view of 

the apparent imminence of universal holidays 
with pay, which are certain to result in a greatly 
increased annual exodus to the sea, involving the 
certainty of prodigious development, the question is no 
longer academic but one of immediate urgency. Are 
we to profit by past experience, or are we to see a dreary 
repetition of past mistakes, multiplied a hundred-fold ? 
‘* Are we ” (as Mr. Wesley Dougill inquired in his recent 
paper on the subject, extracts from which were given 
in our last issue) “to allow it [development] to flow 
unfettered, to destroy by wrongful building those head- 
lands and other features which from every point of 
view should be preserved as amenities, to deposit its 
debris in the form of wrongly sited and ill-designed hut 
encampments, shacks, petrol stations and advertise- 
ments . . . or are we to take it in hand in such a way 
that whilst there shall be no undue restriction, at the 
same time there shall be a sufficient measure of guidance to 
ensure that the main characteristics of the coast, those 
features that make it a magnet, shall not be muti- 
lated 25 5S a! ; 

There can be no doubt of the answer of all right- 
thinking people. So much of the coast of this little 
island has already been spoiled beyond redemption that 
it would be a national calamity to allow mutilation to 
go any further. Development there must be, but let it 
be orderly development, carried out under the guidance 
of trained town planners and architects. Development 
of the right kind, contrived with a proper regard for the 
preservation of the amenities, can be an asset to the 
coast instead of a liability, as is so much of the existing 
chaotic development. 

There seems to be serious doubt whether the Town 
and Country Planning Act is in itself sufficient to meet 
the requirements; financial assistance from the 
Exchequer may in the end be necessary. The immediate 
need, however, is for our seaside local authorities to 
prepare a plan for their regions so that there may be 
no excuse for further spasmodic building of inferior type. 
They should act quickly while action is capable of 
ensuring the fullest measure of control. 


THE SCHOOLS AND THE FUTURE. 


HE architectural schools is a subject in the minds 

of many just now, not.only because with the end 

of session a higher proportion of our columns than 

usual has been taken up with reviews of their activities 

and illustrations of the work. of students, but because 

the state of architecture—as reflected in the work of 

the schools—has arrived at an interesting, not to say 
momentous, stage. 

We have always attached importance to the value of 
annual exhibitions in the schools, both because of a 
perdonable curiosity in regard to the young birds who 
aie 80 shortly to be pushed out of the nest to have their 
ideals ground between the upper and nether millstones 
of client and the need to exist, and because of interest 
to see just of what stuff those ideals consist. 

Not for many years have we seen so sharp a cleavage 
0: approach to design as represented in the work of 
the schools. On the one hand there is considerable 
evidence of what has been termed the sociological 
approach to architecture, where every problem is to 
be solved in terms of contemporary needs and materials. 
Those who subscribe to this ideology hold the belief 
that the particular problems of the age belong to that 
age, and that it is a false art which borrows stylistic 
tricks from the past to solve the problems of the present. 

With this group we have considerable sympathy, 
where there is conviction of creed and not mere pencil- 
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service to fashion, though it could hardly be otherwise, 
we imagine, that the new creed should lead to strange 
results, or that incursions into this brave new world of 
architectural design should produce in the hands of 
the inept some pretty dreadful results. It is, we think, 
a fair criticism that, in those schools which exclusively 
follow the sociological approach, utilitarianism is apt 
to arrive at a point where the nature of humanity 
is sometimes forgotten. 

One inevitably gains the impression in such cases that 
students are designing for a race of men to come rather 
than for mankind as it is and has been for a good many 
thousand years, and when we see some of the results 
we could almost welcome that reactionary public which, 
while so often stifling progress, yet also puts the brake 
on the bizarre. 

Another method of approach is the #sthetic or 
artistic idea of design. In this, as “ Murus” states 
elsewhere, one may find a display of beautiful presenta- 
tions which do not bear investigation as real architecture. 
This approach, in complete antithesis to the sociological, 
is a counter irritant to the excesses of the latter; the 
wider the pendulum swings in one direction the wider 
also in the other. 

Neither of these methods of approach can be said 
to be wholly right, for a criticism of the esthetic may 
be that it leads to the dressing up of contemporary 
problems in architectural clothes of antique cut. Cer- 
tainly it produces the fewer visual mistakes, yet it is 
true to say, we feel, that those who make no mistakes 
are unlikely to make anything worth while. 

Where, then, is the solution to be found? As in 
most things in this life, in compromise. Let the 
“ Intellectuals ” and the ‘“‘ Aesthetes ” borrow something 
from each others’ technique. Let the former remember 
that we are still a race of imperfect humans, not a 
collection of mechanically perfect robots who might 
conceivably take huge delight in cities whose dwellings, 
churches, workplaces and amusement buildings share 
the eternal motif of the glass-sided box. “ Emphasis 
on functionalism and honesty,” as Lord Samuel told 
the Architectural Association last week, “is a little 
inclined to overlook the claims of grace.” 

On the other hand, let the Aesthetes take greater 
courage in their hands and, while retaining the useful 
features and architectural verities of the past, rigor- 
ously exclude that copyism which will inevitably mean 
the decay of art. 

In speaking of these two extremes of approach to 
the problem of architectural design, we have approached 
the question in general terms. The problem is met with, 
we believe, in many schools, though some appear to 
have arrived at a satisfactory answer for- themselves. 
‘Manners makyth Architecture,” as William of Wyke- 
ham might so easily have said, and we believe that 
architectural manners may well consist in a refusal 
to force on mankind architectural conventions which lack 
the ring of sincerity and truth. 


“ THE BUILDING INDUSTRIES SURVEY.” 


HE current issue of “ Building Industries Survey ” 

is noteworthy for the introduction of a number 

of improvements and extensions, chief among which is 
a new Stock Exchange section, incorporating a Building 
Industries National Council Index of building materials 
share prices. At present the building industry shows 
definite signs of recession, and in tracing the probable 
extent and duration of the expected decline and the 
directions in which it will be felt, this Index should 
be most helpful, as covering hitherto unexplored 
territory, and the Council is to be congratulated on . 
this. addition to its scope. be

The A.A. School and 
its Principal. : 

THE appointment of a new Principal 
for the Architectural Association School 
of Architecture is being actively con- 
sidered, we hear, with a view to his 
taking up his duties as. soon as possible. 
In the meantime, Mr. Fernand Billerey 
will carry on until his contract expires 
next Christmas. 

Mr. Arnold Sileock, F.R.I.B.A., has 
just been unanimously elected by the 
Council to serve as Bursar. He will take 
over immediately the administrative 
work of the School, the work of 
reorganisation, and of liaison between 
the Council, Director, Principal, staff 
and students.

** Ye Olde Hostel of God Begot,”’ 
Winchester. 

THE City Council of Winchester, having 
learned that negotiations were afoot for 
the sale and possible demolition of the 
sixteenth-century . building, ‘“‘ Ye Olde 
Hostel of God Begot,’’ High-street, Win- 
chester, have made an Order under 
Section 17 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, that the building 
should not be demolished without their 
consent, and have requested the Minister 
of Health to exercise his. power under 
Section 17 (2) of the Act to declare that 
the Order should operate immediately. 
The Minister, after consulting with the 
Commissioners of Works, and exercising 
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the power for the second time since the 
passing of the Act of 1932, has made a 
declaration that the Order shall come 
into operation immediately as a matter 
of urgency. 

“Ye Olde Hostel of God Begot,” 
formerly a Tudor mansion, was erected 
in 1558, probably by Alexander Nelson, 
who obtained a long lease in that year, 
and is an attractive feature of the High- 
street, Winchester. This historic build- 
ing cannot be scheduled as an ancient 
monument, because it is occupied, but 
the action of the City Council and the 
Minister’s declaration enables the Order 
to be enforced temporarily for a period 
of two months. In the meantime, the 
Minister, in further consultation with the 
Commissioners of Works, will consider 
whether the Order shall be finally 
approved and operate permanently. 

The site of the hostel is also of much 
historical interest, since it formed part 
of the Manor of Goodbegot which King 
Ethelred granted to his wife, Emma, the 
“gem of the Normans.” Ethelred’s 
charter of 1012, referring to the grant of 
the Manor, after providing that ‘“‘ the 
franchise of my Consort be strong and 
inviolate, untroubled by any yoke of 
earthly service so long as the torch of 
the Englishman’s native land _ shall 
shine,” invoked the following curse: ‘‘ If 
in the days that come hereafter, covetous 
envy in the heart of any law-breaker, 
enticed by the spirit of greed, shall strive 
by any audacious act or subterfuge to 
annul this privilege thus confirmed, may 
that man’s body decay, and may his soul 
be drawn out of him by the devil’s hook: 
may he be boiled in the cauldron of 
Sathanas, and may the butchers of hell 
carve his flesh for ever; unless by the 
atonement of public penance he shall 
appease the sword of God’s wrath drawn 
from its sheath by gainsaying wherewith 
he hath blasphemed this franchise.”

Baylis House, Stoke Poges: 
A Dispute as to Original Ownership. 

In illustrating this house in our last 
issue, we quoted the opinion 6f Mr. A. T. 
Bolton, F.S.A., that the architect. was 
James, of Greenwich. It has been sug- 
gested by Sir Wyndham Dunston that 


Wren was, in fact, the architect. The 
ownership was attributed to Dr. 
Godolphin. 


It now appears that differences of 
opinion also extend to the original client, 
for in a letter to the Press Mr. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh states: ‘‘ Whoever may 
have been the architect, I do not think 
that it was originally built for Dr. 
Godolphin, but rather for Dr. Hascard, 
Dean of Windsor. Dr. Godolphin, who 
was Provost of Eton longer than any 
man has yet been—namely, from 1695 to 
1733—mentions in his will, made in 1730, 
that he had lately bought the manor of 
Baylis from Mrs. Hascard and her son, 
and probably he did so about 1725, for in 
the following year he spent £1,765 in 
adding an ‘ Attick Story,’ employing Mr. 
Rowland as his architect and paying him 
£100.” 

It seems that the building accounts ior 
this work may be seen in the Bucks 
Archeeological and Antiquarian Society’s 
muniment room at Aylesbury, where they 
were deposited by the Duke of Leeds, 
whose family succeeded to the property. 

All of which is interesting, but must 
not be allowed to divert efforts to pre- 
serve this charming and still habitable 
and useful mansion.

Rating of Site Values: 
L.C.C.’s Proposed Legislation. 

At the last meeting before the summer 
recess of the London County Council on 
Tuesday, it was decided by a large 
majority to promote legislation with a 
view to rating site values in the adininl- 
strative county, including the City and 
the Temples.

The Bressey Report and 

Open Spaces Preservation Society. 
THE suggestions made in the Bressey 

Report for new roads in and around Lon- 

don are commented upon in the current 

issue of the journal of the Commons, 

Open Spaces and Footpaths Preservation 
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Society. The journal states that it is 
certain that, if the proposed new roads are 
constructed approximately on the routes 
indicated in the map appended to the 
Report, they will very seriously affect 
man.’ commons, playing fields, and other 
open spaces in and near London, some of 
which are already vested in local authori- 
ties or the National Trust as public open 
spaces. The journal notes that the general 
tenor of the Report does not disclose any 
great sympathy with “amenities,” and 
that the only general reference it makes 
to open spaces (apart from some passing 
referonces to ‘‘ parkways’’) is*a short 
paragraph where it is pointed out that 
“a few of the recommendations included 
in this Report would involve slight en- 
croachment on open spaces—admittedly a 
regrettable expedient which can only be 
justified by sheer necessity, after every 
alternative has been found impractic- 
able.” 

Upon this paragraph the journal com- 
ments: ‘‘ What constitutes ‘sheer neces- 
sity’ depends on the point of view, and 
the proposals of the Report must be con- 
sidered from many points of view, includ- 
ing those of health and general amenity, 
and not merely from that of traffic needs, 
before they can be approved. Sir Charles 
Bressey says, ‘I assume as a matter of 
course that no open space will be reduced 
in size without an equivalent area being 
added elsewhere by way of compensation.’ 
The observance of this principle must un- 
questionably be insisted upon, but it 
needs to be observed in the spirit, not 
merely in the letter.”

Princes-street, Edinburgh, 
Redesigned in Glass. 
The latest design for rebuilding London 
and other centres largely in glass is for 
Princes-street, Edinburgh. The design, 


shown in this page, is by Mr. R. 
Furneaux Jordan, F.R.I.B.A. “In my 
design,’ states Mr. Jordan, “‘I have 


done away with the present incoherent 
clutter of bad lettering and shop fronts, 
and substituted a uniform treatment. of 
buildings, which jare commensunate in 
scale with modern requirements. In- 
stead of small individual shops, each 
building in my plan may be considered 
as a great bazaar with the shops inside 
it. Bridges are arranged over the side 
streets so that people can pass easily 
from one building to another. Great 
halls for lectures, concerts and _ res- 
taurants are built on the roofs, which 
also give a fine view of the Firth of 
Forth. The large square building on the 
right of my design houses a station to 
provide an all-Scottish electric train ser- 
vice, and it is linked with the main line 
station by a subway. The principal 
monuments, such as the Walter Scott 
Memorial, one of the main features of 
Princes-street, are, of course, retained, 
but the tramway is abolished.” Mr. 
Jordan is one of a group of architects 
who have been convened by Messrs. 
Pilkington Brothers to examine the possi- 
bility of replanning in the light of 
modern knowledge of the manufacture 
and uses of glass.

Good Designs for Lamp-posts: 
Electric Street Lighting Conference. 

THe importance of securing a good 
design for lamp-posts was stressed by Sir 
Cyrim. Hurcoms, Chairman of the Elec- 
tricity Commission, at a conference on 
electric street lighting organised by the 
E.L.M.A. Lighting Service Bureau in 
conjunction with the British Electrical 
Development Association. A lamp-post 
was obviously utilitarian, he said, and it 
would be poor art to disguise its purpose, 
but there was no reason why lamp-posts, 
of whatever height, should not be de- 
signed to enhance rather than to detract 
from the appearance of the thoroughfares 
in which they were placed. It would be 
well worth while for the appropriate 
bodies to approach the Royal Fine Art 
Commissions in England and Wales and 
Scotland for their co-operation over lamp- 
posts.

July 22.—This last week or two has seen 
the usual spate of annual exhibitions 
connected with various Schools of Archi- 
tecture, the whole forming the sum total 
of what one might expect from. contem- 
porary teaching. The only exhibition I 
have had the opportunity of seeing was 
that at the Royal College of Art in Ken- 
sington, which is under the control of 
Professor A. B. Kwapp-FIsHER. 


During the last few years one has looked 
forward to a new approach to architec- 
ture by a sociological analysis of the prob- 
lem, and it seems universal among all 
thinking designers that this approach is 
undoubtedly the right one, and comes 
prior to the more esthetic or artistic idea 
of design. 

The R.C.A. Exhibition seems to have 
retrogressed to some extent in method of 
approach; and one finds instead a dis- 
play of beautiful presentations which do 
not bear the investigation that one could 
apply to real architecture. The general 
result is very much the paper architec- 
ture which existed a few years ago, and 
from which the Architectural Association 
tried so hard to break away. It is true 
that the A.A., in attempting this break, 
landed themselves into a confusion from 
which they have not yet extricated them- 
selves; and one cannot, therefore, say 
that the Royal College of Art is avoiding 
a type of teaching which already exists, 
because, quite frankly, I do not think, in 
this country it is known; except in the 
rather verbal manner of Bedford-square. 


* * * 


Judging from the number of drawings 
and the number of designers responsible 
for the drawings, the School of Architec- 
ture at the Royal College of Art would 
not appear to be a very large one. Broadly 
speaking, there are two equal dominants 
in the show, which suggest that the prin- 
ciple of working is not unlike the schdol 
system of the Renaissance masters, that 
is to say, that Knapp-Fisher, as head of 
the group, conceives some project which, 
in its entirety, includes a number of 
separate buildings. The main plan of the 
project is conceived by this group of 
designers, and then separate students take 
on the responsibility of designing the 
separate buildings individually, the 
object, I suppose, being that some sort of 
harmony exist between the work of all 
of them. This year the two dominants 
consist of what one might call the tradi- 
tional scheme and the modern scheme; 
the first being the development of the 
Island ef Greco, and the second being the 
_ of a British Exhibition at Runny- 
mede. +: 
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Greco, I am almost certain, stands as a 
lesson of tradition ; and an almost Roman- 
esque type of work dominates each indi- 
vidual building. The whole is not unlike 
the atmosphere that CLroueH WILLIAMs- 
Extutis has created at Port Meirion, in 
Wales, and this method of studying tradi- 
tion may be from certain points of view 
the correct one, but for myself I feel it to 
be silly to force a student to design a 
Yacht Club or a Fish Market to serve a 
contemporary purpose in a style which 
has long since been dead. It would seem 
to confuse the issue between the study of 
tradition in its pure and sincere state, 
and the solving of a problem, utilising 
knowledge that we now possess. 

So ae 


The opposite dominant, the British 
Exhibition at Runnymede, shows the 
same scheme of working in a group, and 
it is in this scheme that one might look 
for the signs of the Royal College of Art’s 
approach to the modern problem. Here, 
again, I met with disappointment. The 
general conception of an exhibition sug- 
gests the symbolism of the future, and, 
without a shadow of doubt, the broad 
conception of this exhibition plan is one 
of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. As a friend 
of mine who was at the Exhibition put 
it: ‘It is almost a plan of Paris, with its 
Champs Elysées, Arc de Triomphe, Place 
de lEtoile, and the bridges over the 
Seine.” Most definitely it is not in line 
with the most advanced contemporary 
work, and for this reason I express my 
disappointment. 

What is lacking in what I have called 
the sociological approach is amply made 
up for by the presentation, which achieves 
an exceptionally high standard. There 
are two drawings of the Runnymede Ex- 
hibition; one by EizaBetH QuayYLE (A46), 
and the other by S. L. Russy, which 
achieve as high a standard as one is 
likely to find among British Schools. The 
work of Elizabeth Quayle is remarkably 
good, and in a medium which is compara- 
tively new—that of a body colour such as 
tempera or poster paint. 

Another pleasing drawing is a perspec- 
tive of the House of a Surrealist, by T. B. 


Etxts (A19), and one feels that this stan-. 


dard of presentation is due in a large 
measure to the close relationship of the 
School of Architecture to the School of 
Painting. 
* * > 
One interesting method of drawing is 
shown in a drawing by Elizabeth Quayle 
done on the wood veneers with canvas 
backs that one can buy for building 
purposes. The interesting texture of the 
wood gives tremendous quality to the 
drawing. 
es ee 
Nore. A section of the Exhibition which 
stands out as being exceptionally good is 
that displaying the fabric designs, which 
are far and away superior to those that 
one sees in London shops. Why some of 
these students’ work is not taken up by 
the manufacturers is difficult to imagine. 
I would say without hesitation that they 
possess a taste which does not at the 
moment exist in manufacturers’ products. 
* * *

REPRESENTATIVES Of the Federation of

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SCHOOL EXHIBITIONS 


LEEDS SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

‘He annual Exhibitien of this School in 
the Art Gallery —opened on July 7 by the 
Bishop of Knaresborough—is again repre- 
sentative of the work executed by the 
students during the past session. It 
appears to be as interesting and of as 
hizh a standard as ever before. There is 
a iull and comprehensive selection from 
aii years of the course, covering a wide 
range of subjects, treated and presented 
in a variety of manners and media. A 
number of illustrations of students’ work 
is shown in these pages. 

Especially interesting features of the 
Exhibition indicating development in 
architectural education are the following: 

1. The study of larger scale architec- 
tural planning and design by means of 
plasticine models. The value of this 
method lies in the insistence of a three- 
dimensional aspect of architectural design 
and has the advantage over perspective 
study in that the student must present 
all aspects of his design and cannot even 
sub-consciously select the portions which 
appeal to him most. In practice it has 
peen found that design has_ been 
improved tremendously as a result of this 
method of approach. 

2. Further development of the practice 
by preparing carefully finished models. 
This method has the advantage that the 
architectural student has the satisfaction 
of seeing his design carried in model form 
and, therefore, makes designing appear 
more realistic. Secondly, the high 
standard of craftsmanship demanded 
helps to develop in the student an appre- 
ciation of fine workmanship and finish. 
Owing to the comparative shortness of 
training in English schools, it is 
impossible to give the architectural 
student a complete training in the build- 
ing crafts whilst he is still a student, 
but by means of models he is made aware 
of the necessity for high standards in 
workmanship and execution. 

3. The work of the fifth-year students 
in preparing a thesis has been further 
extended, and in preparing this thesis 
the student gains an experieuce in meet- 
ing the client, carrying out independent

research, preparing designs, working 
drawings and studies for interiors, and 
in the writing of specifications and a com- 
prehensive report. The importance of 
this thesis cannot be overstressed, par- 
ticularly in view of its value in training 
the student to act on his own initiative 
and to carry out his own programme of 


- study. 


4. Whilst the standard of working 
drawings is maintained high, and these 
are carried not only to full sizes, but 
many details not normally included in a 
School course are prepared, it is of 
interest to note that this standard has 
been achieved whilst the general cultural 
education of the student has also been 
enlarged and developed. Throughout the 
course a student is brought in close con- 
tact with the requirements and possi- 
bilities of the kindred arts; sculpture, 
painting and the so-called minor crafts 
are studied with great care and interest. 

5. Evidence of study of historical and 
modern buildings. The students of the

School study buildings in course of 
erection in the neighbourhood of Leeds 
throughout each year of the five-year 
course and thus gain an intimate know- 
ledge of building materials and construc- 
tional problems. _ The buildings whose 
progress is followed vary from small 
houses to fair-sized steel and reinforced 
concrete buildings using the most up-to- 
date mechanical equipment. At the same 
time, students in the junior years are 
encouraged to study traditional methods 
of craftsmanship, and at a camp which is 
held under School supervision this idea 
is developed. This year the camp was 
held in the grounds of Kirby Hall, where 
the Office of Works is at present carrying 
out repairs. It will be seen that studies 
of old and new methods of construction 
are. carried out concurrently and the 
importance of considering materials from 
the point of view of their appropriateness 
for purpose rather than as traditional or 
modern materials is made apparent. 





ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION. 


THE annual exhibition of students’ 
work is now on view at the Association’s 
premises in Bedford-square. Of a large 
output of designs, models and drawings 
a proportion only may be taken seriously : 
many others are amusing but difficult to 
take seriously. On the top floor first- and 
second-year work is exhibited. Oddness, 
and crude colour and draughtsmanship 
are dominating characteristics of the 
work, which is in some ways reminiscent 
of a children’s drawing exhibition. In too 
many cases the elevational treatment of 
the various buildings suggest, by their 
box-like charaeter and unit systems of 
design, a machine age. Planning, in fact, 
is ahead-of elevational design, the work- 
ing-class houses shown suggest, in their 
monotony, that they have been designed 
for a type of robot worker who labours 
at a conveyor-belt. These buildings 
seldom have any particular character, 
and would, we feel, be most depressing 
when their freshness had worn off, especi- 
ally in a climate with so many dull 
months in the year. 

On the first floor, third- and fourth-year 
work is exhibited. Again it is difficult to 
know whether to take the majority of the 
exhibits seriously, for crudity in execu- 


‘tion goes hand in hand with comic relief, 


and some of the designs suggest back- 













































grounds for funny drawings. Fifth-year 
work is on the ground floor, and here is 
some serious work, especially in a design 
for a town in the Vale of the White 
Horse, executed by a group of senior 
students. This is a complete city, built 
on modern lines and has been thoroughly 
worked out. The site, an actual one, has 
been surveyed, and all buildings of 
interest are presenved, as are all fine 
groups of timber, and parts of picturesque 
or natural beauty. Positions of proposed 
public buildings, etc., have been allocated, 
but not as yet designed, though examples 
of structures of various design, shown by 
drawings and models, are on view, as are 
also working-classes houses, with accom- 
modation for families of varying sizes, 
and a students’ centre, all on modern 
lines, which is as it should be, consider- 
ing that the city is a complete new 
scheme. Cost has been well considered. 

Another scheme is a People’s Centre 
for Hammersmith, situated on an island 
site on Chiswick Eyot. Designed by 
fourth-year students, this would provide 
accommodation for all manner of sports 
and recreations, including a theatre, ball- 
room, swimming pool, boaters’ pool and 
club facilities. The site is an odd one, 
and perhaps difficult to scheme, but 
usually oddly shaped sites provide scope 
for the imagination, and lead to a build- 
ing up which gives opportunities for 
effective grouping. The scheme is well 
shown by an excellent model and plans; 
elevations and a site plan of the scheme 
are given. A tribute may be paid to the 
efforts of the solutionists of both the 
schemes described.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By G. MAXWELL AYLWIN, F.R.I.B.A. 


X.—Final Reflections. 

Looxtine back through what I have 
written I fear I have frequently made 
the mistake against which I warned the 
reader in my opening remarks, and that 
I have laid too much emphasis on the 
difference between conditions before and 
since the War. And perhaps naturally, 
so long as we are human and aging, the 
tendency has been to mourn “ the good 
old days.”’ 

I feel confident that IL shall not be 
taken too seriously, and that some avowed 
champion of the New Age will contribute 
his own experiences to restore a balance 
of judgment. 

Frankly, I do not believe that architec- 
ture to day is in a parlous state, nor that 
disaster awaits when my generation has 
passed away. I do think at the moment 
we lack architects of outstanding ability, 
but am equally certain that that is a tem- 
porary condition which. will right itself. 
If I have a regret that this period of 
mediocrity should have occurred through 
a period of intensive building, I have 
no doubt that there will be much to do 
when the giants of the future appear. 

I am not happy about our system of 
education, yet cannot believe that the 
intensity with which the school system 
has been built up can fail to produce big 
results in the future. I would not like 
to see this system pulled down, though 
I would like to see some effort to break 
through the watertight container in 
which it is being imprisoned. I would 
like to see an influence from without play

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upon its surface, so that we can 
retain the virtues of a real system while 
recapturing some of the more hazardous 
virtues of the old régime. 

So far as the young men are concerned, 
their enthusiasms are no doubt as real as 
were ours. They have many more dis. 
tractions and far less direct a lead from 
their elders than we had from ours. That 
is to the discredit of the men of my 
generatiou, and is admitted with 
humility. But enthusiasm will out, and 
we shall find the fruits of it inevitably if 
we are patient. 

It will be more of an effort for us to 
enter into the initial stages of student- 
ship than was the case with the pre-War 
principal, but we may be assured that 
the schools are not trying to keep us out. 
Interest in their work is welcomed, and 
the Board of Architectural Education is 
not by any means inthe hands of the 
schoolmaster. 

To the student himself, the only advice 
we have the right to urge is that he 
should regard his early subordinate posi- 
tion as an essential part of his education, 
in which the most valuable thing he will 
receive will not be wages, but experience. 

It is, perhaps, more difficult for him to 
realise such a position now that he leaves 
the nursery with the outward sign of 
professional competence. We who de- 
plore this new departure must remem- 
ber that it is not unlike the position of 
the young doctor who has yet to learn 
much in the world of practice after he is 
equipped with all his qualifications. 


Perhaps the one thing which I hawve 
stressed most particularly, and for which 
I propose to offer no apology, is that 
relating to. the standard of building. 
There will be- many prepared to refute 
the accusation that we are less particular 
about quality than we were before the 
War, but the evidence is all against 
them. It is a symptom of various influ- 
ences, in which we are few of us guilt- 
less. Too readily did we bow to the 
difficulty of the times immediately fol- 
lowing the War, when labour troubles 
were at their most intense stage. Too 
innocently did we assume that we could 
bring down the artificially inflated cost 
of building by cheeseparing our building 
construction. Too little thought have we 
paid to the training of young craftsmen, 
and too little have we attempted to con- 
vince the rising generation that good 
hearty work and craft skill are a real 
means of happiness and personal satis- 
faction. 

Now we have arrived at a stage when 
our neglect makes it almost impossible to 
restore the old standards. We can, how- 
ever, start to pave the way to such a re- 
vival in a future generation, and we 
should spare no trouble to that end. 

Finally, I believe that most of those 
in my generation will feel with me that 
ours was a fortunate one. We enjoyed 
the advantages of an age in which there 
were giants, and we passed through 
experiences which neither our parents 
had nor our children will have. We 
have survived in a world of wonders, 
full of great possibilities, and possessed 
of many advantages. The times have 
not been easy ones in which to live, but 
at least they have never been uninterest- 
ing. 

I can only trust that these sketchy 
memories will recall to others of my 
generation memories of their own equally 
pleasant, and that others whose outlook 
has been other than mine will find some- 
thing of interest in this personal retro-

“NEW SIGHTS OF LONDON’’ 


Unoer this title London Transport have 
published an interesting and useful little 
book,* which claims, with some justifi- 
cation, to be a “ handy guide to contem- 
porary architecture.” By Hugh Casson, 
A.R.I.B.A., with a foreword by John 
Gloag, it comprises seven brief sections 
dealing with various categories of archi- 
tecture, each consisting of a brief intro- 
duction .followed by a list of buildings, — 
arranged alphabetically, with the names 
of their architects, and some elevational 
and photographic illustrations. About 
700 buildings are classified and all are 
within ‘‘ 30 miles of the Adelphi.”’ Most 
of the buildings shown are of the modern, 
‘* vertical-horizontal”’ type, few of them 
having that “touch of fancy” for which 
Mr. Goodhart-Rendel recently made an 
eloquent plea. As a selective record of 
modern buildings near London, however, 
the little book has a distinct value. The 
elevational drawings are delightful 
examples of delicate draughtsmanship 
and will probably appeal more to the 
architect than to the layman, who prefers 
photographs. If a new edition should be 
called for it would be a good plan to in- 
clude more photographs. Mr. Hugh 
Casson writes vigorously and leaves no 
doubt in the reader’s mind as to his belief 
in the modern movement.

Tue annual prize distribution and 
opening of the exhibition of work by 
students of the Architectural Association 
took place on Friday, July 22, at the head- 
quarters of the Association, 35-36, Bed- 
ford-square, W.C.1. 

The President, Mr. Verner O. Rees, who 
presided, said that in deciding upon the 
form of the evening’s function, the 
Council had the hope to arrange a 
sequence of events which would be both 
more interesting and more brief than the 
customary annual prize-giving of former 
years. Then, as some might remember, 
after a rehearsal of the success of mem- 
bers during the year, blank envelopes 
containing promises to pay were distri- 
buted to the students who had gained 
distinction, and the principal guest then 
gave an address. 

The speaker continued: “I have just 
heard, most unfortunately, that the gen- 
tleman who would be the best able to 
speak with authority with regard to the 
work of the School, Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, 
is unable to be present, to his and our 
profound regret, and it is my duty to 
make very sincere apologies for his 
absence. We lose thus the pleasure of 
listening to one who is, apart from other 
high attainments, perhaps more gifted 
than all his fellow architects in the art 
of expressing his interesting and often 
profound thought with elegant and ap- 
propriate speech. 

“‘T was myself to have had little to say 
this evening, yet I feel that the occasion 
requires from me some reference, even if 
brief, to the events of the school year. It 
is clear that the agitation of the greater 
world outside our historic Square has 
influenced us very much during the year. 
And we seem to have been working no 
longer in the calm and peace of former 
days, but altogether in more tense 
fashion. As in the course of our studies 
we appreciate more and more the great- 
ness of our heritage from the past, and 
how the influence of that past permeates 
the present, we realise the immensity of 
the dangers to which we have been ex- 
posed. 

“The peaceful art of architecture can 
only tiourish, so far as we are concerned, 
in conditions that ensure complete indi- 
vidual freedom. We have inherited the 
traditions of tolerance and fairness from 
our fathers, and as we found that they 
are the qualities that distinguished the 
best of their work, we hold to them as 
necessities for our own. 

“It is natural that students so eager 
as those who are studying architecture 
here should be influenced by the stresses 
and fears from which we have all suf- 
fered. .And I do not know if they have 
been able to eliminate traces of this from 
their work. Yet the External Examiner 
—Mr. Grey Wornum—has been greatly 
impressed by. its quality and thorough- 
ness. You yourselves will be able to 
judge that when you see it a little later 
on.” 

Continuing, he said: “‘ During the year 
Mr. E. A. A. Rowse has had to resign 
from his work, after nearly five years of 
devoted service, and Mr. Fernand Billerey 
has assumed temporarily the labours of 
the post of Principal. Feeling that a 
person was lacking in our organisation 
for the liaison work necessary to ensure 
smooth ‘functioning of its different parts, 
the Council has appointed recently Mr. 
Arnold Silcock to* concern himself spec- 
ially with this work. 
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**T should also mention to you that we 
have been in communication with the 
Board of Education regarding the amend- 
ment of what is regarded as an excep- 
tional feature of our rules. That is the 
bestowal of full privileges of membership 
on all students on entering the school. To 
accord with the regulations that the 
Board has for all the Universities and 
Schools that it recognises and helps with 
public funds, the Council is proposing 
shortly to ask the members of the Asso- 
ciation to agree to the formation of a new 
probationary and non-voting class of 
members to which all new students would 
be elected.” 


Utilitarianism and Grace. 

The Rt. Hon. Viscount Samuel, P.C., 
G.C.B., G.B.E., who opened the Exhibi- 
tions of School work, said he was keenly 
interested in the work of the School 
because he was concerned with the de- 
velopment of our national architecture; 
also there was a more personal interest, 
for as Home Secretary he had had the 
opportunity of helping through Parlia- 
ment the Architects Registration Act, 
which he hoped and believed would be a 
great service to the profession. He also 
took no small interest in the School 
because he was told that the psycho- 
logical atmosphere was very good. Any 
institution which numbered about 2,000 
members and which was in sight of its 
centenary was in danger of becoming 
officialised and bureaucratic, but the 
Architectural Association had avoided 
that and in general it served well the 
purposes for which it was designed. 

The speaker went on to say: -“‘I have 
always thought that the architect bears 
an appalling amount of responsibility, 
and still more heavy is the responsibility 
on those who train architects. Particu- 
larly is this so in the age in -which we 
are living, when architecture is rapidly 
reaching out in new directions, for we are 
in an age of transition.” 

There were two reasons for this transi- 
tion; the first was that in modern times 
the architect was provided with a whole 
range of new materials, and the second 
was that our whole society had gradually 
been transformed in a generation or two 
from one fundamentally aristocratic in 
tone to one that was democratic. Art had 
always followed the thought of the age. 
That being so they found now a trend 
towards greater simplicity, towards 
honesty and the discarding of mere orna- 
ment for the sake of ornament; also they 
found, above all, the desire for the adap- 
tation of a building to its function. Never- 
theless, he did feel that the emphasis on 
functionalism and honesty was a little in- 
clined to overlook the claims of grace. He 
was not confusing beauty with ornament, 
but he did suggest that those additions 
and amenities were perhaps desirable in 
themselves and ought not be forgotten. 

Mr. Fernand Billerey, in the course of 
a criticism of the prize winners’ designs, 
praised the extraordinary quality of 
craftsmanship of the pictorial and decora- 
tive work. He mentioned also the great 
interest taken by students in construc- 
tional details, they being nearly always 
origina] in character.

Purpose.—The School of Trans- 
port at Osmaston Park, Derby, has 
been established for the better and 
quicker training of the staff in an 
instructional centre where training 
can be given in the best practices 
known in the railway industry. 

Puan.—The plan of the School 
although designed as one unit, con- 
sists’ of three sections—namely, 
educational, domestic, and social. 
The domestic portion is the main 
block of three storeys facing towards 
the road and containing 52 bed- 


rooms for students and visiting lec- 
turers, a visitors’ sitting-room, staff . 


bedrooms for eight resident staff, 
and a housekeeper’s flat comprising 
bedroom, bathroom and _sitting- 
room. 

From the entrance-hall the main 
corridor leads direct. to the Hall of 
Transport, which is the focal point 
of the plan, and around which the 
classrooms, lecture theatre, admini- 
strative offices and social rooms are

located. The Hall of Transport is 
118 ft. long and 47 ft. wide, and is 
surrounded by an aisle divided from 
the central space by a colonnade. 
The central space is sunk 3 ft. 6 in. 
below the floor, and. in it will be 
placed an_ electrically operated 
model railway, together with com- 
plete full-scale signalling instru- 
ments and other apparatus for 
demonstrating train operation. On 
the east side of the hall of trans- 
port are five classrooms, which will 
be used for lectures or demonstra- 
tions according to the courses of 
study embraced by the curriculum. 
Also in this section is the lecture 
theatre with geating accommoda- 
tion for 120 persons. A projector- 
room contains the latest apparatus 
for sound reproduction and the 
projection of miniature and full-size 
films. . 

On the west side of the Hall of 
Transport are the domestic and 


social quarters. The students’ 
social rooms consist of a lounge and 
dining-room. Forming a _ link 


between the two wings of the build- 
ing and with access from the aisle 
around the Hall of Transport are 
the library and administrative 
offices. 

ARCHITECTURAL  Desten. — The 
architectural motif of the design is 
based on the British Georgian 
tradition linked to~present-day re- 
quirements by a certain simplifica- 
tion of the details. A particular 
feature of the design is that a most 
successful effort has been made to 
revive the association of sculpture 
and painting with architecture. 
The small sculptured panels on the 
lower part of the main elevation 
[See p. 195] represent some of the 
activities of a great railway under- 
taking. The company’s arms ‘are 
carved on the large cartouche which 
forms a dominant note in the main 
facade, and the flame of knowledge 
is ‘symbolised in-the-two urns.em- 
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phasising each corner of the 
entrance porch. These are by Mr. 
Denis Dunlop. 

Internally the building is of 
simple design, the principal note 
which strikes the visitor on enter- 
ing the front portal being provided 
by the two mural paintings, the 
work of Mr. Norman Wilkinson, 
one symbolising the development of 
transport by sea and the other 
transport by rail. [See p. 196.] 

An interesting feature in the 
lounge is the large mural painting 
entitled ‘‘One Hundred Years,” 
which indicates the portico at 
Euston, together with; on the right, 
a portion of Drummond-street as it 
existed when “Euston Grove 
Station ’’ was built,-and on the left 
the street as it exists to-day, with 
a portion of a new building to sug- 
gest the new Euston being erected. 
[See p. 196.] 

This panel was designed by the 
architect and painted by him with 
the assistance of three members of 
the architectural staff, J. F. Cooper, 
H. H. Matthews and J. Carter. 

Adjacent to the lounge and 
accessible from the Hall of Trans- 
port is the library. This is a smal! 
room, but is tastefully designed 
with bookshelves and panelling in 
natural oak. Adjoining the library 
are the administrative offices, which 
are simply designed, the walls 
decorated with ivory paint and the 
furniture of a design to suit the 
uses of the rooms. The classrooms 
are finished in a colour scheme of

green, the floor being in two shades 
of greyish-green ‘‘ Korkoid”’ tiles 
and the walls being in light eau-de- 
nil, with the ceiling of a slightly 
paler tint. 

Decorations and _ furnishings 
elsewhere are in simple and quiet 
taste. Special consideration has 
been given to the bedrooms 
throughout in order to provide in 
an economical way a simple, but 
artistic, result. The floors are 
covered with cinnamon coloured 
“lino” tiles on which is laid a 
small rug in brown, cream and rust

red. The furniture in a modern- 
ised Queen Anne style is toned to a 
brown oak colour and polished io 
an antique patina. The games 
room which adjoins the library is 
equipped with a billiards-table, 
small tables for other games, and 
two dart ranges which are enclosed 
in cupboards so that the wall will 
not be disfigured around the 
boards. 

Over the entrance doorway of the 
school, carved in the stone lintel, is 
the - inscription, “Stet fortuna 
domus”’ (Good fortune rest on this 
house). Good fortune has attended 
its building, for it has been com- 
pleted in the short time of 10 
months at the disposal of. the 
builders. The architect for the 
building, decoration and furniture 
is Mr. William H. Hamlyn, 
F.R.1.B.A., the railway company’s 
principal architect. 

MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION.— 
The building is constructed of brick 
walls faced with selected sand- 
stock multi-coloured facing bricks 
in quiet tones and pointed with a 
light cream mortar, finished flush. 
Dressings of Portland stone are used 
throughout. The construction of 
the roof of the main block is of steel 
principals covered with weather 
boarding and Lombardic tiles. The 
flat roofs of the building are 
covered with ‘“Paropa ” insulation, 
the whole of the roof and supporting 
columns in the train room being in 
reinforced concrete. 

The contractors for the building 
were Messrs. Holliday and Green- 
wood, of London, and sub-contrac- 
tors are on page 226.

Built for Mr. R. M. Savage, this house is a new and 

very pleasant addition to the Wentworth Estate. 

Fine views over the golf courses are made possible 

by a site which slopes to the south. Service accom- 

modation and main entrance have been planned 

: on the north, permitting every main room to have 
southerly aspect.. A symmetrical plan-form to the 

north has been obtained by throwing out a screen 
wall to. the west, thus balancing the kitchen wing. 
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Tuis house is built on a site 
sloping gently to the south, and 
overlooking the Wentworth Golf 
Course. The planning is very com- 
pact—the length of the passages 
being reduced to a minimum. The 
front entrance is to the north, and 
all the sitting-rooms and bedrooms 
have sunny aspects. A large sitting- 
room occupies the south-west end 
of the house, from which opens a

segmental loggia placed in an angle 
facing south-west. A small sitting- 
room and the dining-room occupy 
the rest of the south front, and can 
be thrown together by opening 
folding doors. 

The front and back staircase lead 
to the first floor, where six bed- 
rooms and three bathrooms are 
provided. The house is central 
heated throughout, and the floors 
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of the ground floor are of oak. 
A garage and chauffeur’s cottage 
stand at a short distance from the 
house and complete the scheme. 
The house is built with hollow 
walls, rough plastered outside, and 
the roofs are covered with red 
pantiles. The’ architect is Mr.

Tus building, 
accommodate the. headquarters 
and two companies of the 3lst 
(C.L.R.) A.A. Battalion, R.E.T.A., 
covers an area of half an acre at 
Stonecot Hill, Morden. It is of 
composite construction, a _ light 
steel-framework, using 262 tons of 
British steel, being employed in 
the floors and roofs. 

The walls are constructed 
entirely of brick, with pre-cast 
stone dressings, flettons being 
used for the common _ walling 
throughout, and the facings coming 
from an East Grinstead (Sussex) 
field. 

The suspended floors are, for the 
most part, of reinforced hollow-tile 
construction; the flat roofs are 
asphalt-covered, and the ridged 
roofs are timber-framed on steel 
trusses and covered with pantiles 
from a Reading field.

Following are extracts 
from the report of the winner, Mr. T. 
Cecil Howitt, F.R.I.B.A. :— 


GENERAL.—In addition to the _ general 
policies laid down, the following ideas have 
influenced the design: (a) To obtain very 
easy road gradients from MHendford for 
access to the site, and the new street next 
the police courts; (0) To open up well the 
approaches from Hendford in order to avoid 
blind entrances or corners; (c) To plan the 
buildings generally in narrow width blocks 
running parallel to the site contours; (d) To 
arrange the plans so that the maximum use 
is made of all under-building essential on 
this sloping site; (e) To arrange the main 
entrance to the large hall near to the town, 
and with easy access to the present car park; 
(f) To introduce additional car parking at 
the south-east dead corner of the site; (g) 
To retain the existing fine belt of trees on 
the east and south side as a frame to the 
whole scheme; and_(A) To lower slightly the 
level of the forecourt in order to give a full 
view of the buildings. This reduces the 
height of the retaining wall in Hendford, 
and a stepped top section is shown to assist 
planting. 


Lay-out.—The main entrance to the town 
hall is planned at the end of the new street 
where the courts and police buildings have 
been built, and the proposed clock turret 
completes the vista along this road. The 
new cross roadway, running north to south 
on the site, provides the separate entrance 
to the small hall and a car entrance to the 
municipal block and the library and museum ; 
the ceremonial pedestrian entrance to the 
municipal block is planned from Hendford; 
an additional entrance or exit is introduced 
to the existing car park to improve circula- 
tion of the traffic; the stage scenery and 
kitchen entrances are tucked away in the 
dead south-east corner of the site; on the 
main west frontage several of the best 
existing trees are retained in the proposed 
forecourt.

Tue construction of the first example of 
A.R.P. First-Aid Post at -St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, .’ortsmouth, is of considerable interest, 
as foruing the basis for a standard design for 
many -imilar structures which are under con- 
sideration. 

The stipulated requirements for the first 
Section recently completed called for a clear 
coverei space, 110 ft. long, 7ft. high for a 
Width of 30 ft., and 8 ft. high for a width of 
%8 ft., ‘he whole structure to be protected by 
farth covering to a minimum depth of 2 ft. 
Owing to the nature of the site, and in order 





to expedite the work, it was required that 
only shallow foundations be incorporated in 
the design of the structure, the floor slab of 
which was constructed on the existing ground 
surface after levelling and rolling. 

Ths design approved by the architect con- 
sisted of a 6-in. reinforced concrete encastré 
arch slab, 15-ft. rise and 40-ft. span, the out- 
ward thrust at the base being taken up in the 
6-in. concrete floor slab, suitably reinforced. 
The profile of the arch approximates to the 
resultant thrust line, but was adjusted, in 
order to simplify the construction and erec- 


tion of the formwork, to a three-centre curve 
of 30-15-30 ft. radius. The continuous footing 
is 2lin. deep and 4 ft. wide. 

The post when completed will be 200 ft. 
long, of which the present section represents 
approximately the first half, the open end of 
which will be extended at a later date. Two 
side-entrance tunnels have been incorporated 
in the first section, approximately 15 ft. long 
with walls and roof of 12-in. reinforced con- 
crete. Careful consideration was given to the 
design of the main end entrance tunnel and 
approach in order to eliminate the danger of 
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blockage, and a system of 12-in. reinforced 
concrete revetment walls and 14-in. reinforced 
concrete baffle walls has been evolved with 
this in view. 

Speed of construction was of extreme im- 
portance. To achieve the necessary speed 
with economy, six complete rings of centres 
were pre-made in widths of 4ft. equal to the 
standard wallboard size with which they were 
faced. Each ring was formed of six sections, 
and joints occurred at the change of radius, 
so that each section was itself of one radius. 
The centres were supported between purlins, 
the tops.of which were fixed level with the 
underside of the arch slab, arranged so that 
the centres could be dismantled rapidly while 
the purlins remained in position, to be dis- 
nantled at a later stage when the concrete 
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had matured to a more considerable extent. 
A gantry was erected internally for the 
whole length in two operations, to serve the 
dual purpose of supporting the purlins and 
providing a working platform for the upper 
part of the structure. Platform hoist and 
tower were erected at the end of the first 
section of the gantry, and re-erected later at 
the end of the second section. 

Straight external shutters were used, 
approximately 4ft. in height, for the whole 
of the arch with the exception of the crown. 
These were the same width as, and bolted 
through to, the internal centres as the arch 
was concreted. Concreting of the arch slab 
proceeded at the rate of two 4-ft. width rings 
per day, so that each centre was dismantled 
and re-erected every third or fourth day. 
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The whole of the concrete was 1:2 :4 mix, 
and a working stress of 750lb. per sq. in; 
was adopted. Water-repellent ‘‘ Ferrocreis”’ 
cement was used for the arch slab, and 
‘* Tunnel ’’ super-cement for the remainde: of 
the work. No expansion joints were provijed 
as the slab will be well insulated from tcem- 
perature changes by the earth covering, but 
*‘Isteg’’ longitudinal reinforcement was 
adopted in order to minimise shrinkage. 

The whole of the reinforced concrete work 
was designed and carried out by the London 
Concrete Constructions, Ltd., under the suner- 
vision of Mr. Adrien J. Sharp, L.R.I.B.A., 
architect to the City of Portsmouth. This 
work, including preparation of final design 
and details, was completed within six weeks 
from the date of order.

Libraries Committee will take no steps in 
the direction of obtaining tenders for the 
library building without further autho- 
risation by the Council.

CROMWELL ROAD 
DEVELOPMENT 


A STUDENTS’ COMPETITION. 


THE purpose of this competition 
organised by the London Society was to 
obtain the best practical development of 
the Cromwell-road - Great West-road 
Extension, taking full advantage of 
natural amenities and preserving as_ far 
as possible all existing buildings of 
architectural interest. It was a condi- 
tion that the line of the road as laid 
down by the Ministry should be main- 
tained, and it was desired that the area, 
particularly along the river frontage, 
should be developed to produce a fine 
architectural result. An important factor 
in any proposed development was that 
the road itself was to be considered as a 
through traffic road with the least 
obstructions to the flow of traffic in and 
out of London. Further, suggestions 
were expected of the most practical way 
of dealing with cross roads where they 
had to exist, as the purpose of the com- 
petition was to provide a solution which 


‘might be of some value when the final 


schemes for the road were made. Prizes 
of £50 and £20 were offered. 

Two London Schools of Architecture 
submitted schemes, the Department of 
Town Planning, University College School 
of Architecture, and the Architectural 


‘Association. This was a problem needing 


very considerable thought and foresight. 
It had to be borne in mind that such a 
scheme would extend over a period of 
years, during which difficulties were 
bound to arise. 

It is easy to be wise after an award 
has been made, but without doubt the 
University College’s scheme is the better 
of the two solutions submitted. The 
following brief extract from the able 
report of the asséssors (Messrs. Stanley 
Hamp, F.R.I.B.A., Percy W. Lovell, 
A.R.I.B.A., and Henry Strauss, M.P.) 
summarises the essential points :— 

‘* Each scheme has been prepared with 
great care and thought, and the drawings 
in each case fully explain all the 
important features. Of the two schemes, 
the presentation adopted by Scheme A 
(University College) is preferable to that 
adopted by Scheme B (Architectural 
Association). The authors of Scheme A 
have shown the whole length of the road 
from Warwick-road to the Great West- 
road, and they have laid out not only 
the important cross-roads, but each por- 
tion where a redevelopment is proposed. 
They have also carefully studied the 


. existing properties along the route, and 


have, on the whole, shown important 
developments only where, before long, 
rebuilding or replanning will be essential. 
They have also recognised the importance 
of the site for the new Hammersmith 
Town Hall, and suggested a-civic centre 
at this point. 

‘The authors of Scheme B have supplied 
a great deal of useful data, but they do 
not seem always to have kept in mind 
the purpose of the competition. They 
have not taken full advantage of the river 
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frontage, and although they have shown 
practically the whole of the area rebuilt, 
not only to the new road, but to Hammer- 
smith High-street, they have not shown 
the detail planning that was desired. 


“The introduction of what might. be 
termed a ‘green belt’. through the 
centre of the present built-up area 
requires more consideration. Further, the 
introduction of a new roadway along the 
river bank would not only be costly, but 
might destroy existing and future 
amenities.” 


A tribute should be paid to the com- 
petitors for their efforts. The prizes 
were presented by Lord Esher at the 
R.I.B.A. headquarters:on Wednesday last. 
The drawings are on view until Friday 
(to-day), July 29, from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m.

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PART V.—USE OF STRUCTURAL STEEL. 
Application of By-laws Nos. 68 to 90. 

By-Law No. 67 limits the application of 
by-laws Nos. 68 to 90 inclusive, “to the 
use of structural steel in a building where- 
in the loads and stresses are transmitted 
through each storey to the foundations 
wholly by a skeleton framework of steel 
or partly by a skeleton framework of steel 
and partly by a party wall or party walls.” 

The language of this by-law is strongly 
reminiscent of previous building laws. 
Taken literally, it would be surprising 
if such a building had ever been built, 
for apart from the necessity of supporting 
the walling of the bottom storey on a steel 
bressummer, as long as Hooke’s law holds 
good for steel it is questionable whether 
the masonry filling could be so con- 
structed as not to share the load; and it 
is unquestionable that the action of ordi- 
nary concrete encasement would come 
into operation. However, without resort 
to a legal quibble, the meaning of the old 
formula is well understood as referring 
to an entirely steel-frame construction, 
and were this by-law not amplified, the 
provisions of the by-laws referred to 
therein would be rendered inoperative in 
the case of composite building even 
though such a building were of steel frame 
construction with the exception of a 
single beam or pier. This way of escape 
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is closed, however, by the amplification 
rendered by by-law No. 91, which extends 
in general terms the effect of the by-laws 
named to steelwork in buildings of mixed 
construction in so far as these by-laws re- 
present standards of stability and of pro- 
tection from fire. 

By-laws Nos. 68 to 90 re-enact with few 
modifications the requirements of the 
Code of Practice for the Use of Structural 
Steel issued by the Council in 1932. The 
intention of these particular by-laws is 
apparently to maintain the status quo in 
respect of structural steelwork design. (It 
will be remembered that the Council’s 
Code of Practice followed very closely the 
recommendations made in the First Report 
of the Steel Structures Research Com- 
mittee of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, published in 
September, 1931. This Report constituted 
the datum line for modern steelwork con- 
struction, and most recent developments 
in regulations can be traced back to it). 
Protection of Steel from Fire. 

By-law No. 68 relates to the fire-resist- 
ing encasement of structural steelwork. 
A tabular statement on this page compares 
the new by-law requirements for fire-re- 
sisting encasement with the requirements 
set out in the Code of Practice and the 
Third Schedule of the London Building 
Act, 1930. It should be remembered in 
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comparing these requirements that the 
Council, when permitting (by way of 
waiver) the use of the Code of Practice, 
usually departed from the Code to the 
extent of permitting the requirements of 
the Third Schedule for fire-resistance, 


The protection of steel from fire empha- 
sises the importance of by-law No. 9] 
as an amplification of by-law No. 67 pre- 
viously referred to. Under the London 
Building Act, 1930, and the Code of 
Practice, if a building were of steel-frame 
construction throughout (with the excep. 
tion of party walls), all the steelwork was 
required to be protected from fire by an 
encasement of incombustible material; 
but if the building were not of steel-frame 
construction throughout, no protection 
was required for the steel, regardless of 
the extent to which steel was employed 
in the construction of the building. It 
was permissible to build a warehouse, for 
instance, with wooden floors supported on 
naked steel joists and stanchions, and 
practically the whole superstructure of 
the walls could be carried on uncovered 
steel beams and stanchions in the ground- 
floor storey. 

By-law No. 91 has the effect of “‘ roping 
in,” under the “standard of protection 
from fire” required, the _ steel-frame 
building, not only the extreme case such 
as that just mentioned, but all steel used 
in the construction of a building down 
to the R.S.J. taking the ends of the floor 
joists in a timber floor of a house.

In Betts (Frederick), 
Ltd. v. Pickfords, Ltd. (1906), 2 Ch. 87 (a 
case under section 5 (16) of the London 
Building Act of 1894, but which illustrates 
the effect of section 127 of the 1930 Act, 
the defendants granted a building lease 
to the plaintiffs, who were to erect a 
warehouse according to approved plans, 
which showed windows. overlooking the 
defendants’ premises. A shed, situated on 
the defendants’ land being removed, certain 
stanchions and roof beams were left over- 
lapping the land demised to the plaintiffs. 
By agreement between the architects of the 
defendants and plaintiffs, these were built 
into the external wall of the new warehouse, 
the agreement being made without the plain- 
tiffs’ knowledge. Later, the plaintiffs were 
called upon, by a notice from the district 
surveyor, to block up the windows on the 
ground that, because the stanchions, etc., 
had been built into the wall, the external 
wall had been converted into a party wall 
within the meaning of the Act. Defendants 
applied for an injunction to prevent the 
wall being used as a party wall as the closing 
of the windows would lessen their grant. 
It was held that while the lease con- 
tinued, the plaintiffs were entitled to an un- 
qualified right to the access of light through 
the windows; that the plaintiffs’ architect 
had acted without the scope of his authority ; 
that the use of the external wall as a party 
wall was a diminution of their grant, and 
a trespass; and the defendants were ordered 
to disconnect their buildings from the wall. 


Rights of Building Owner. nis 
By Section 114 of the London Building 
Act, 1930, a building owner (that 1s, one of 
such owners of adjoining land as is desirous 
of building, or such one of the owners of 
buildings, storeys or rooms separated from

So, too, by Section 115, the adjoining 
owner (that is, any owner of land, buildings, 
storeys or rooms adjoining those of the 
building owner (Section 5)) has the right to 
require, by notice, that the building owner 
should build on any party structure such 
chimney copings, jambs or breasts or flues 
or piers or recesses, etc., as can fairly be 
required for the adjoining owner’s conveni- 
ence and are specified in the notice. It is 
then the duty of the building owner to com- 
ply with this requisition where the execution 
of the works will not be injurious to the 
building owner or cause him inconvenience or 
unnecessary. delay. But as to this and, 
indeed, in respect to any other difference 
between the building owner and the adjoining 
owner, section 117 of the Act provides for the 
settlement of differences between building 
and adjoining owners, viz. (very briefly) : if 
the parties cannot concur in the appointment 
of a surveyor, each appoints a surveyor, who 
appoint a third, and such one or three or any 
two of them are to settle the difference by 
an award which is conclusive, though either 
party can appeal therefrom to the County 
Court within 14 days of the delivery of the 
award. An appellant, on stating his unwill- 
ingness to have the matter decided by the 
County Court, can, on terms, ask for the 
matter to be determined by the High Court. 


Exercise of Rights by Building and Adjoining 
Owners. 

Section 116 of the Act of 1930 contains 
rules with regard to the exercise of the rights 
set out above. Briefly, before a building 
owner exercises his rights as above in respect 
of a party fence wall (that is, a wall separat- 
ing adjoining lands of different owners, and 


.standing on those lands, and not any part of 


a building (Section 5)) he must, unless he has 
the consent in writing of the adjoining owner 
and adjoining occupiers, or where the wall 
is dangerous, serve one month’s notice on the 
adjoining owner. In the case of a party wall 
(that is, a wall being part of a building 
separating adjoining buildings belonging to 
different owners, or constructed or adapted 
to be occupied by different persons; or a 
wall, being part of a building, standing to a 
greater extent than the projection of the 
footings on lands of different owners), two 
months’ notice must be served. The notice 
must state the nature and particulars of the 
work, and the time of commencement. 

If a building owner lays open any part of 
the adjoining land, he must put up and main- 
tain a hoarding and shoring at his own ex- 
pense. He must not cause unnecessary incon- 
venience to the adjoining owner or adjoining 
occupier. The party structure notice is only 
available if the work is begun within six 
months. 

The adjoining owner, within one month of 
receipt of the notice, can serve a notice on 
the building owner requiring him to build on 
the party structure concerned any works to 
which he is entitled under the Act, the works 
being specified in the notice, which may be 
accompanied by explanatory plans. If no 
consent to these notices is given within 14 
days, either owner is deemed not to have 
consented, and a difference to have arisen. 

Once a notice is served, the common law 
rights of adjoining owners in respect of an 
easement of support are superseded by their 
statutorv rights. (See Selbv v. Whitbread & 
Co., Ltd. (1917). 1 K.B. 736.) : 

Tn general, where a difference has arisen. 
no work should be begun until an award is 
made, but where a ‘‘ dangerous structure 
notice *’ is served under Part X of the Act, 






the work required by the notice given under 
Section 116 must be carried out as soon as 
possible, 

Every notice required to be given by a 
building owner must give all particulars and 
stipulate all the work he requires to do. (See 
oy Hart and Co. v. Grover (1899), 1 Ch. 

A building owner is empowered to enter 
on any premises to execute work that he is 
entitled to do, and in certain instances, on 
giving notice (except in an emergency), may 
break open any fences or doors to effect such 
entry (Section 118). 

The Act provides that a building owner 
must give notice of his intention to build 
within ten feet of his neighbour’s building, 
and he may, and if required by the adjoining 
owner must, underpin or otherwise strengthen 
the foundation of his neighbour’s building if 
he himself is going down lower than his 
neighbour’s building within the ten feet re- 
ferred to. In this instance the building 
owner may be liable to compensate the ad- 
joing owner and occupier for any incon- 
venience, loss or damage occasioned him by 
reason of the work being done by the building 
owner (Section 119). 

It seems clear that where work which the 
building owner is entitled to do is done 
negligently, the adjoining owner may recover 
in damages, and a building owner cannot 
contract out of his liabilities in this respect 
and place them on a contractor whom he is 
employing. 

In Bower v. Peate (1876) 1 Q.B.D. 321, 
the defendant employed a contractor to pull 
down his house, which adjoined the plain- 
tiff’s, excavate the foundations, and rebuild 
it. The contractor undertook the risk of 
supporting the plaintiff’s house during the 
work and making good any damage and satis- 
fying any claims arising therefrom. Plaintiff’s 
house was injured during the progress of 
the work, owing to the means taken by the 
contractor to support it being insufficient. 
The defendant was held liable on the ground 
that he could not relieve himself of his 
responsibility by employing someone else to 
do what was necessary to prevent the act he 
had ordered io be done from becoming 
wrongful.

L.M.S. SCHOOL OF TRANSPORT 
DERBY. 


Tue Rr. Hon. Lest Burein, LL.D., 
M.P., Minister of Transport, opened on 
Friday, July 22, the new L.M.S. School of 
Transport, Osmaston Park, Derby. Before 
declaring the building open, he congratulated 
those who had had the vision and also those 
who had shown the practical good sense to 
carry the scheme through. He mentioned the 
pleasing external appearance of the School and 
also the utilitarian p ner of the interior plan- 
ning. It was not always the case that those 
two qualities were found combined in a 
building. 

Lorp Sramp, Ohairman of the company, 
who presided, enumerated the reasons for the 
erection of the School, which he described as 
““a new venture.” The main reason was 
that at present the company’s staff consisted 
of pockets of new ideas and skill placed far 
apart from each other, and the object of the 
School was to provide a seed bed in which 
could be raised the good ideas so that they 
could be planted out in every area. 

The building is illustrated in this issue.

IN PARLIAMENT 


The Bressey Report. 

Sm Pamir Dawson asked the Minister of 
Transport whether, in order to expedite pre- 
parations for carrying out the more urgent 
schemes of road construction in London sug- 
gested in the Report of Sir Charles Bressey, 
he would summon a conference of the local 
authorities concerned, as was done in connec- 
tion with the London arterial road programme 
under which the principal road improvements 
in greater London had been carried out since 
the Great War. 

Mr. Burern said he had already communi- 
vated with the local authorities concerned and 
expressed the hope that they would be able 
to come to an early decision as to those 
schemes which could be put in hand in the 
near future and as to the safeguarding of the 
lines of other projects on which actual con- 
structional work might have to be postponed 
for the time being. While he would keep his 
hon. friend’s suggestion in mind, he would 
realise that future procedure was necessarily 
dependent on the nature of the replies he 
received. 

In reply to a question by Sir Pure Daw- 
son, Mr. Burein (Minister of Transport) 
aid that the South Circular-road as recom- 
mended by Sir Charles Bressey was approxi- 
mately 15 miles long. A length of about two 
miles between Rochester Way and Burnt Ash 
Hill had been completed. The London County 
Council were seeking powers in the present 
session to construct a length of approxi- 
mately half a mile between Wandsworth 
Bridge and Trinity-road as part of the Wands- 
worth Bridge scheme, which, if Parliament 
gave the necessary powers, would receive a 
grant of 60 per cent. The remaining sections 
would consist for the most part of the re- 
alignment and widening of — roads, and 
these were now the subject of discussion 
between his Department and the London 
County Council. 


Housing: Design and Construction. 

Mr. De Cuatr asked the Minister of Health 
how many of the houses which had been built 
since 1931 had had to satisfy any test of archi- 
tectural excellence as to design and dura- 
bility, apart from the minimum requirements 
of cubic capacity. 

Mr. Extior said he was not aware what 
test his hon. friend had in mind, but he be- 
lieved that the great majority of houses built 
by rural district councils, in common with those 
of other local authorities, were of a good 
architectural standard. The responsibility 
for this, as for other qualifications, rested 
primarily. on the local authorities concerned, 
but those not employing architects were re- 
quested in 1936 to submit plans to the 
Ministry, and this request was repeated last 
April. 


Small Dwellings Acquisition Act: Small 
Holdings. 

Mr. De La Bere asked the Minister of 
Health whether he would consider amending 
the Small Dwellings Acquisition Act so as to 
cover, in addition, the purchase of small hold- 
ings on which houses could be erected by those 
who occupy and work on such holdings 

Mr. E.tior said that the scope of the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts was restricted to 
the acquisition of small houses, but he under- 
stood that advances for the purchase of small 
holdings could already be obtained under 
Section 13 of the Small Holdings and Allot- 
ments Act, 1926. A person who had acquired 
a holding in this way could then apply for an 
advance for the erection of a house under 
Section 91 of the Housing Act, 1936. 


Ribbon Development. 

Mr. De Cuarr asked the Minister of Trans- 
port if he was aware that all the road front- 
ages approaching London were being steadily 
overbuilt in spite of the Ribbon Development 
Act; and whether he would consider intro- 
ducing legislation forthwith ‘to sterilise land 
— building for 100 yards on either side 
of trunk roads so that no private individual 
should in future be able to realise an enhanced 
price for road frontages due to public expendi- 
ture on highway improvement.

THE BUILDER 


Mr. Burein said he was aware that road 
frontages continued to be developed,’ but he 
was satisfied that highway authorities gene- 
rally were using their powers under the Act — 


to secure that in any schemes of development 
due regard was paid to the necessity for pre 
serving the traffic value of the roads. As 
regards the second part of the question he 
could not see his way to take action on the 
lines suggested.

Surface-cracking of Cement Paving. 

Str,—I have had considerable trouble with 
the surface-cracking of cement paving, and 
although great care has been taken and vary- 
ing qualities of cements used, the cracks 
appear within 24-48 hours of laying. The 
material generally used in the district is either 
Eastbourne or Chichester washed sand, being 
a form of scray-sand. Is there any special 
procedure or preparation available to reduce 
the chance of this defacement ? E. 8 


ANSWERS. 
Calorifier Systems. 
[ANSWER TO ‘‘ Hor Water,’ JuLy 22.] 


Sm,—The installation of a calorifier in any 
domestic hot-water system has distinct advan- 
tages, since it retards the formation of scale 
and furring-up of the boiler and primary cir- 
culating pipes, where scale formation is most 
general. Even copper can be used successfully 
in a domestic hot-water system with a calori- 
fier, the hot-water from the boiler being carried 
in a closed circuit through a coil in a cylinder, 
the coil heating the water which is used. The 
water which is thus carried round and round 
sets up scarcely any scale incrustation. Such 
scale as may be formed is usually in the 
cylinder of the calorifier and can easily be 
cleaned out. A. J. T. E. 


Sewers: A Legal Inquiry. 
[Answer To ‘“‘E. H. B.,”’ Juty 22.] 


Srr,—In all districts sewers come under the 
local sanitary authority, who are responsible 
for the construction of all main sewers. In 
cases of obstruction, as in the case in ques- 
tion, complaint should first be made to the 
local authority in question, and if they fail to 
do anything a complaint should be made to 
the Ministry of Health, who after inquiry 
will bring pressure on the defaulting party. 
If the sewer has to be laid across private Jand 
the Ministry of Health can compel this after 
giving the owner due notice and paying com- 
pensation. W. E. 


Weight of Partitions. 
[ANSWER TO “‘ PLANNING,” JuLY 8.] 
Smr,—The designed floor weight upon a 
suspended ‘floor governs the loads that may 
safely be put upon it. If designed for a super- 
imposed load of 1 cwt. per foot live load, half- 
brick partitions 9 ft. high might safely be 
built upon it, since the weight of a foot run 
of partition would be about 4 cwt. in the case 
of solid brick or 3cwt. in the case of cellular 
bricks, and might be assumed to spread evenly 
upon a bearing surface 2 ft. wide. The dead 
load of such a partition being one-half the 
severity of an equal live load, there would 
thus be adequate safety. It is best to use 
lighter materials, however, such as hollow 
terra cotta blocks or pumice slabs.

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POSITION OF THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


A B.1,.N.C. REPORT. 


‘“‘ Tue position of the building industry js 
less satisfactory,”’ states the current iss of 
the Building Industries Survey, publish: by 
the Building Industries’ National Counc‘), 5, 
Duke-street, Adelphi, London, W.C.2, “ the 
seasonal improvement having failed to attain 
its usual dimensions. Activity in ge eral, 
though at a high level, is definitely >wer 
than a year ago, and the decline is hk:-y to 
become steeper, when reinforced by normal 
seasonal influences.”’ 

The present issue commences a new vclume 
of ‘‘ The Survey,’’ which thus enters cn the 
fourth year of its existence. In accordance 
with what is now the established practice of 
the National Council, the occasion is marked 
by the introduction of a number of improve. 
ments and extensions. Chief among these is 
the new Stock Exchange section, incoryorat- 
ing a Building Industries National Council 
Index of Building Materials Share Prices. In 
an interesting and informative article it is 
shown how ‘closely movements of Stock Ex- 
change values in general, as well as of build- 
ing materials, share prices in particular, are 
bound up with the trend of building activity. 
But apart from providing yet another indica- 
tion of the key position of building in the 
economic structure, the new section and index 
are important indications of the Council’s 
ability to extend the service offered by 
‘* The Survey ”’ to the industry, and to those 
interested in it as a medium of investment. 

Private housing activity, according to 
‘‘The Survey,’ shows a decline in England, 
especially in the South, but local authorities 
are contributing to the maintenance of the 
total. In Scotland the authorities are very 
active in dealing with the urgent housing 
problem. ; 

The deepening recession of general industry 
foreshadows further declines in industrial and 
commercial building, and a rapid decline in 
factory construction is indicated by the plan 
figures. This movement must be expected to 
gather momentum, though the effect on the 
industry may be somewhat mitigated by the 
maintenance of activity in connection with 
schools and public buildings, and other non- 
residential structures catering for the needs of 
new centres of population. 

The outlook for public works contracting 
continues favourable, the improvement as com- 
pared with a year ago being well maintained. 
It is anticipated that the increase in activity 
will continue to be greater than that indi- 
cated by the normal seasonal factors. 

The outlook for the materials industries is 
not encouraging, and a more than seasonal 
decline in demand is to be anticipated. This 
will particularly affect the materials used in 
houses and the smaller structures in most 
areas, though in some districts housing 
activity may receive an indirect stimulus from 
the rearmament programme in so far as it 
affects the location of population. The de- 
mand for materials for the larger structures 
is likely to decline to a somewhat less extent, 
especially in and near the main centres of 
population, but specific materials my be 
affected by changing methods and by sub- 
stitution. 

The further outlook is rather uncert-in, 
view of the present state of official poli-y, On 
the one hand, an undertaking has been given 
that local. authorities’ housing will be sccele- 
rated as far as possible as private c2mand 
falls, and the Minister of Health hae asked 
local authorities to submit five-yea’ pre 
grammes covering all capital expenditure. 
But it is not known to what extent ~ long- 
term public works policy will be carr:- into 
execution to fight the depression, or v ether 
machinery will be instituted to adr inister 
such a policy. On the other hand, th: pos 
tion with regard to structural A.R.P. is still 
uncertain. A. favourable decision or thes 
two points. would be a very powerfu influ- 
ence towards mitigating the depressic:. 
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NOTES ON ESTIMATING 


OR BUILDERS’ WORK 


XXIX

APPROXIMATE ESTIMATES. 


A >ROXIMATE estimates have a value of 
thei: own, but should not take the place of 
a dc.aite estimate prepared upon proper par- 
ticu'crs, for approximate estimates can give 
only «pproximate results; and if that is borne 
in mind no harm is likely to result in deal- 
ing with a job from that point of view. On 
other occasions it is sometimes convenient to 
be adle to obtain quickly an approximate 
price, and it is surprising how nearly cor- 
rect estimates can ‘be prepared by approxi- 
mate means. Such methods, however, require 
very careful study and a close observa- 
tion of details. 

One method often used by estimators is 
“ cubing.”’ Other estimators affect to despise 
this method, yet it must be acknowledged 
that, within certain limits, the preparation 
of estimates by obtaining the cubic con- 
tents of the building and pricing them at an 
inclusive price to cover all the details of con- 
struction is really helpful. 

There are other methods of preparing 
approximate estimates for buildings, but we 
will first deal with the method -of estimating 
by the cubic foot extent of the buildings. 
The usual way is to take the length from the 
outside dimensions of the walls and the 
depth in a similar way, the height to be 
taken from the top of the footings or concrete 
continued to the roof. If the roof is a 
pitched one similar to ordinary slated roof, 
the dimensions would be taken to halfway 
up the roof. Any outbuildings, back addi- 
tions, and so on should then be measured, 
and by this means the length, depth and 
height of the building can be ascertained. 
From these particulars the whole cubical 
contents of the building can be arrived at. 
If there are any chimney stacks pons 
considerably above the roof, these would also 
have to be measured. 

In dealing with the question of pricing 
the cubical contents obtained by the methods 
described above, the builder will find it of 
very great value to 
schedule of prices based upon the particular 
class of work he is in the habit of doing, 
for it is remarkable how nearly the cost of 
one building of a particular class will approxi- 
mate to the cost of a building of a 
similar class but slightly different size; the 
law of averages seems to work so that the 
slight differences in size and general arrange- 
ments counterbalance themselves. 

Having once arrived at the approximate 
price for a completed building of a particular 
type, it should be an easy matter to add on 
suitable amounts for slight increases or 
deduct amounts for decreases in the probable 
cost of the work as compared with the hypo- 
thetic:! standard taken. 

For instance, if the standard example 
house were finished with either stock bricks 
or, perhaps, a roughcast facing, this would 
be a cheaper finish than an expensive red- 
brick facing; but if that were the only dif- 
ference in the house, this could easily be 
added on as a lump sum to the cost of the 
build':g’when priced out at per cubic foot. 

he ordinary sanitary arrangements should 
be in uded in the price for the house, but 
any connection to sewer or length of drain 
outs:"> the house should be taken separately. 
Layi:.; on the water from the company’s 
main should also be added separately; also 
the « -ctric light or gas, as these are charges 
on may vary very considerably in different 
astri- is. 

Ne dless to say, the cost per cubic foot 
of tt» house would not include the garden 
wall: or fences, and these would have to be 
adde° separately. The cost of any special 
sanit-ry fittings, heating, or stoves inside 
the use shduld be added to the total figure. 
The ~umber of gas or electric points should 
be ccunted and a sum included for them. 
Any special kind of wall decoration required 
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construct his own. 
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would also form the subject of an additional 
charge. Any fittings in the nature of cup- 
boards are usually considered as tenant’s 
fittings, and are not included in the cost per 
cubic foot of the building. In the case of 
ordinary dwelling-houses, the cost will vary 
from 1ld. to 1s. 6d. or 2s. per cu. ft., in 
accordance with the general arrangements, 
design and type of finish of the house. 

Small public buildings or assembly halls 
would cost from 1s. 3d. to 2s. per cu. ft. 
The cost of commercial buildings will de- 
pend in a measure upon whether any 
special expense is proposed by reason of 
some architectural features on the elevation, 
and the weights the floors are designed to 
carry. 

In attempting to arrive at an approximate 
price per foot, the dimensions of the build- 
ing should be taken in the method described, 
and the various items of extra cost agg 
suggested should be carefully gone into, and, 
in addition, a special sum should be added 
for work such as a sub-basement if required 


(as this usually entails expensive excavation © 


and shoring), the shoring of surrounding pro- 
perty, fireproof staircases, lifts and heating 
arrangements. 

For an ordinary commercial building in 
London, with concrete floors, fireproof stair- 
case and passenger lift, but with no expen- 
sive architectural embellishments to the front, 
the cost to-day is from 2s. to 3s. per 
cu. ft. Should any special architectural 
treatment be required to the front of such 
a building, a lump sum could readily be 
arrived at for such work. 

In these days, when so much of the work 
in buildings is carried out by specialists, the 
task of arriving at an approximate price is 
simplified, as it is possible to approximate 
the cost of such trades as ferro-concrete for 
floors and beams or constructional steelwork, 


‘filler joists and beams, and such special work 


so that the unit of price per foot cube for the 
general carcase work can be obtained and 
the correct unit applied for the specialists’ 
trades enumerated. A a 

The usual objection to making approximate 
estimates for buildings and pricing them at 
per cubic foot is that the voids are priced 
at the same rate as the actual solid work, 
and a building may be subdivided in many 
ways which would considerably increase the 
total cost, but would not increase the cubical 
contents. This obiection can be overcome 
by pricing the building at per yard super- 
ficial or per square of the actual finished 
material; for instance, the front elevation 
could be measured as one item and priced 
at an inclusive figure for facings, including 
either brickwork or, stonework, windows, 
doors, painting and glazing, and internal 
plastering and distempering. The side and 
division walls could be measured and taken 
as one item, comprising flooring, joists and 
ceiling under. The roof could be dealt with 
in a similar way. A lump sum should be 
added for the staircase, and the sanitary 
arrangements, such as w.c.s and lavatories, 
should be numbered and an inclusive price 
placed against each item for the apparatus 
and all necessary pipes. 

This method, by means of which the actual 
work involved in the building is dealt with, 
necessitates taking off very rough ‘“‘ quan- 
tities,’ and more nearly represents the actual 
work required than the measuring and 
pricing of the cubic contents of both material 
and void together. 

The beginner may think it rather difficult 
to average the cost of the stonework to the 
front of the building, but if the whole area 
is taken solid to a depth of from 9 in. to 
12 in., in accordance with the general pro- 
jection of architectural details, this should 
be sufficient fer most builcings. The be- 
ginner should lzarn to make notes on these 
lines in order to get some idea of the effect 
of the differenze that the depth that the 
stone is taken into the wall will have upon 
the cubical contents of stone used, and there- 
fore on the cost of the stonework of the 
front elevation.
